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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims1-14 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Claims 1,4 and 5 are directed to a method of treating bulimia nervosa in a 
mammal comprising administering to the mammal an effective amount of a compound 
of the formula listed in claims 1,4 and 5. The genus compound listed in the claims 
encompasses structurally different and distinct species as R5 and R6 can be substituted 
by different groups such as alkyl mercapto, dialkylamino, amino, alkylamino, 
alkanamido, methylene dioxy, halo etc. The species are independent or distinct 
because the species of the compounds listed in the claims are structurally different and 
the search for each species of the compounds listed would represent undue burden on 
the Office. In addition, the species can be classified under Class 514 Subclass 649, 
Class 514 Subclass 643, Class 514 Subclass 673, Class 514 Subclass 674, Class 514 
Subclass 676, Class 514 Subclass 643,, Class 514 Subclass 628 and the search of 
each specie which fall under different classes would represent undue burden on the 
Office. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, Claims 1 , 4 and 5 are generic.
